But he tells them if they abide in him and 
his words in them, they shall ask of God the 
Father what they will, and it shall be done 
unto them.

From this passage we learn that the 
disciple of Christ, by abundant fruitfulness, 
at once glorifies God and proves the genuine- 
ness of his own piety.

I. The fruitfulness of the Christian dis- 
ciple. 

AL The manner in which this fiuitfulness 
glorifics God and tests the genuineness of pi- 


- ety. 


4. In the fruitfulness of a Christian, one 
point of great importance is the kiud o 
fruit produc:d. We are told in the Bible 
and assured by our own observation that 
different sorts of trees produce different 
kinds of fruit. So it is with men. “A 
good man out of the good treasure of his 
heart bringeth forth good things; and an 
evil man out of the evil treasure of his heart 
bringeth forth evil things.” ‘There may be 
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except a warfare against sin, and here only 
spiritual weapons are employed. When he 
shall have made the conquest of the world, 
the principles of peace will be universally 
prevalent, every minds will be in a state of 
peace. Domestic broils, neighborhood 
feuds and party strife will be at an end.— 
The clangor of arms and the din of war 
will be hushed to perpetua! silence. 

“The wolf shall dwell with the lamb, and 
the leopard shall lie down with the kid ; and 
the calf and the young lion, and the fatling 
together ; and a little child shall lead them.” 
And they shall not hurt nor destroy in all 
the holy mount of God. Isa. 11. 

Such is the legitimate tendency of the 
gospel.

He gave a brief and very 
affecting history of his life. He had been a 
slave for 50 years, and had “ served out four 
families !” ‘* and yet,” said he, ‘ poor old 
Burdet is yet alive to testify of the awtul 
cruelty and abomination of slavery ! 

During brother Washington’s relation, he 
gave nature’s own picture, of two instances 
in which his children were torn away from 
h.s body, around which they clung for pro- 
tection, but in vain—for the jackall of sla- 
very was there! One case was a dear, fond 
boy of seven years of age. ‘The other, a 
daughter and herchild. ‘These scenes were 
done while his wife was languishing upon a 
sick bed, and in need of the consolation of 
kindness and religion, rather than such deep 
afflictions. But it was all the same to the 
man-stealer— having no human sympathies 
himself he knew of none in others, and made 
the dreadful havoc of all that was dear and 
sacred in the family of poor Burdet and his 
helpless wife. Oh! what a solemn and aw- 
ful time will be the meeting of these destroy- 
ers with the slave, before the great white 
Throne—when the God who smote Pharaoh 
and his host, shall arise to vindicate the 
cause of oppressed millions ! !

THE WORDS “JUDGMENT” 
* WORLD.” 

One of the most copious sources of errors in 
religion is that disposition, which exists in 
nearly all men, toestablish some peculiar and 
favorite notion. It is of no importaace whence 
came this notion, or whether it is true or false. 
The evil consists in confining the thoughts to 
the one idea, pondering itas a single, unasso- 
ciated existence, until it becomes the most in- 
teresting object, nay the all-comprehending 
something. For instance, take the words at 
the head of this article, in some one of their 
true significations. 

The word judgment is used to signify some 
temporal calamity sent of God asa punish- 
ment for some sin, and to illustrate His dis- 
pleasure at the transgression of His law, that 
men may stand in awe of Him and sin not.—- 
The idea is vividly impressed upon the mjnd, 
as indeed it ought to be. But this meaning of 
* judgment” is revolved and revolved and pon- 
dered, until it assumes a paramount, an all- 
comprehending magnitude. The scriptures 
are consulted to see if itis so. Factsof awful 
temporal judgments are met with in every 
part of the holy book. A mark is fixed on 
Cain, a flood swallows up millions, the Red 
Sea ingulfs the Egyptian Oppressors, the tow- 
er of Siloam falls upon a crowd of the vile, 
Herod is eaten of worms, and Ananias ani 
Sapphira’ perish and scores of similar and 
striking “judgments” are read of, and every 
additional instance magnifies the reader’s idea 
of this meaning of the word, till, at length, to 
his surprise, it may be, his imagination sus- 
pects that d:e has” made a discovery of some- | 
thing long, and perhaps always before, hidden 
from the world. Now, not only the love of 
novelty but the pride of iavention and the de- 
sire of distinction and a host of other equally 
unclean spirits gather about. the man and en- 
ter into him and pollute his thoughts and in- 
flame his imagination and pervert his reason. 
He sees every thing througha hazy atmos- 
phere, sofaras this one subject, his new dis- 
covery, is concerned. -And;now no one can 
show to the man, in such a state of mind, any 
other distinct use or meaning of the word—it 
is all temporal judgment. If ‘eternal judg- 
menv’ is named, he at once neutralizes the 
word “eternal” by imagining it to be so limi- 
ted as to tally with his favorite word ‘ tempo- 
ral.” And so of every other connection in 
which the idea of judgment is expressed, the 
heated crucible of his imagination instantly 
inelts the language all down jnto one amalgam, 
and he pours it out, as he thinks, all pure silver, 
into the one ould he hasinvented forit. This 
is the invention. He has discovered how he may ; 
make every thing look to himself as one and 
the same, and then he imagines that he is able 
to produce the same effect on the minds of oth- 
ers, and perhaps thatit is his duty to doso. In

2. All the precepts of that law,and conse- 
quently those relating to the sin under con- 
sideration, parents were positively required 
to teach, andto teach constantly to their 
children. ‘The same duty was imposed up- 
on religious teachers, and upon all who took

the writings and instructions of the prophets, 
and of all the holy men under the ancient 
dispensation, who “* spake as they were mo- 
ved by the Holy Ghost.” 

4, The same subject occupied a place no| 
less prominent among the instructions of 
Christ, and in the instructions and writings 
of his inspired apostles.

Insurrection in the North of England.~The 
London Spectator gives the following melagy 
choly picture of the insurrections of the Chare 
tists in the north of England : 

“ Every newspaper one opens is full of the 
symptoms of a feverish state of the country.— 
Ifa civil war raged in the land, we could hard. 
ly expect to receive from the seat of hostilities 
more alarming accounts than such as the news- 
papers daily supply from disturbed distriew in 
the north of England. Tumultuary risings— 
not mobs of an hour or two, easily put down 
by a magistrate and half a dozen constables, but 
riots of two or three days’ continuance—take 
place, in defiance of strong bodies of armed 
police and dragoons. Mobs have been charged 
vy infantry with fixed bayonets; yet bave re- 
turned to the attack reckless and infuriate— 
Attempts have heen made to rescue the prison- 
ers, to set fire to the public buildings, and to 
stone tnagistrates and police to death. Gangs 
of men, women, and children, have forced 
their way into the factories, stopped the works, 
and compelled peaceably disposed persons to 
“turn out” with them. Policemen with their 
truncheous are mere sport for a populace be« 
coming familiar with Baynots and daggers.— 
And these scenes have occurred in many large 
and populous places and districts—Manches- 
ter, Rochdale, Bolton, Stockport, Bury, Hey- 
wood, Middletown, Macelestiekl, Nottingham, 
and Sheilield. The Judges on the Cireuit are 
guarded, not as formerly by the worthy farme 
ers fullowing their landlord, the High Sheriff 
in peaceable procession, but by regular troops. 
Special constables are appointed by thousands, 
and the yeomanry are called out; but the main 
reliance is on hussars and dragoons. In faes 
a large portion of the country is at this mo- 
ment Virtually under Danid law. Where is 
this to end ?”
